A knitting belt 
and DPNs 

I like to use double 
pointed needles and a 
knitting belt, which is 
worn at the right side 
about waist level, or 
lower. The right needle 
is pushed into one of 
the holes in the belt 
pad; this keeps the needle 
anchored as the stitches are worked. 






Hands and needles 



When knitting, I hold the needles with 
my hands on top, although I often see 
people hold the right needle like a 
pencil. This might be okay for a few 
stitches but I can never figure out 
what they do with lots of stitches on 
the needle. 

Fingers and thumbs 

My only finger that doesn't touch the 
needles at all times is my right index 
finger, with the movements made by this 
finger being quite small. My right thumb 
pulls the stitch as it's made and my left 
thumb pushes the next stitch towards 
the point of the left needle. My 
remaining fingers help with this pulling 
and pushing technique. 

Colourwork 

When knitting with two colours I hold 
the background colour with my right 
index finger and the contrasting colour 
with my left index finger.

FEELING THE 



F ollowing on from Kerry Knight Maher's top 
time-saving tips for Christmas knitting, this 
tutorial features a few pointers to help you 
work through your gift list without sacrificing 
the professional finish. We begin with measuring 
tension; your gauge affects your measurements 
so start as you mean to go on. Frequent colour 



changes usually mean a lot of ends to sew, but 
not if you carry the yarns as you work. Once you 
can do mattress stitch correctly, making up 
becomes a breeze. Finally, we look at Swiss 
darning, an easy colourwork method that makes 
the most of your sewing skills. Read on for our 
how-to guide to all these techniques. 






TENSION 



When you're knitting for other people, you want your project to be the 
best it can be with correct dimensions and even stitches - you don't 
want to have to keep reknitting because it's the wrong size! That's why 
it's really important to knit a tension square before you begin. Your 
pattern will tell you how many stitches and rows you should get over a 
10cm square. Using the needle size instructed, cast on the number of 
stitches given plus five more. This is because you need a border around 
your 10cm area. Following the stated stitch pattern, work the required 

number of rows, plus five more, 
then cast off You should always 
treat your tension square as you 
would your finished piece, so 
block it to even out the stitches. 
When your swatch is dry, use 
pins to mark out a 10cm square 
area in the centre. Make sure 
you start with a whole stitch - 
this is a complete v-shape. 



Carefully count the 
number of stitches and 
rows over 10cm, both are 
indicated by complete v- 
shapes. You might find it 
helps to use the tip of your 
knitting needle as a pointer 
while you are counting. 



You should end up with the same number of stitches as given in the 
pattern but if you don't you will need to change the size of your 
needles. If you have too many stitches, go up a needle size; if there are 
too few, go down a needle size. Really tight or loose knitters may have 
to adjust by more than one needle size to get the right measurements. 





SEAMS SEW SIMPLE 



One of the most common stitches used for Joining seams of garments is 
mattress stitch as it can give an almost invisiblejoin on stocking stitch fabrics. 





•-I tojoin the yarn, position the two 
I panels side-by-side with RS 
facing. Bring your tapestry needle 
through the front of the first st on 
one side, then insert through the 
back of the corresponding st on the 
other panel. Bring the needle 
th rough the back of the origi na I 
st on the first side and finally 
take it through the front of the 
second side so you have a 
figure-of-eight. Pull tight to 
secure. 

Finished seam 



2 insert the needle under the 
horizontal bar between the edge 
stitch and the second stitch. Do the 
same on the other side and continue 
to work up the edge, hooking the 
horizontal bar each time. Pull this 
tight to close the seam. 



COOL COLOURWORK 

I If you're not confident working colourwork, you can always omit the Fair 



Isle or intarsia instructions in the pattern and embroider the design at the 
end. This technique is known in the UK as Swiss darning, and sometimes 
called duplicate stitch. That's because you are sewing over the top of your 
work, creating your own 'knitted' stitches using embroidery. 




GO FASTER 
STRIPES 



When working stripes, carry the 
yarns not in use up the side of 
the work. This not only is more 
economical in terms of 
meterage but saves time too. 
You don't have to worry about 
Joining in a new yarn every time. 
Just pick up the strand when 
you're ready to use it - it also 
cuts down the amount of tails 
you need to sew in at the end! 

How to do it: on the first 
contrasting stripe. Join a new 



ball as normal and work the set 
number of rows. However, at 
the start of every RS row, twist 
the two colours together to 
catch the strand not in use 
close to your work. To switch 
back to a previous colour, bring 
the old yarn up from 
underneath the current one. 




*1 thread a tapestry needle with 
I yarn and insert it through the 
fa brie from baok to front, bringing it 
out at the bottom of the 'v' of the 
required stitoh. Following the 
diagonal line of the stitoh, insert the 
needle underneath the two loops at 
the base of the stitoh above. 



still following the diagonal line of 
the stitoh, take your needle baok 
through the entry point. This should 
leave an embroidered 'v' shape 
whioh has the look of a knitted stitoh. 
Why not get creative and add 
your own motifs or slogans using 
this technique?

AVOIDING CONFUSION 

Garment patterns can be complex to follow, especially those 
with multiple sizes like this one, but there are several things you 
can do to help things run more smoothly: 

• Before you cast on, read through the whole pattern from start 
to finish making sure you understand each stage 

• Take a pen and highlightthesizeyou're making throughout the 
pattern so you can see at a glance which number applies to you 

• Take special care with 'AT THE SAME TIME' instructions. Trying 
to keep track of them in your head can be impossible so use a 
notebook to plot out the shaping you need to do on each row 
before you start 

• Work up a swatch of the stitch pattern to familiarise yourself 
with it and have a practice at working decreases and increases 
whilst keeping the pattern correct

Roll up your sleeves 



T oday, unusually, I am the 
Grinch. Normally I love 
Christmas, with its goodwill to all 
men, novelty socks, and 
chocolate Christmas tree 
decorations that get eaten within 
two days of the tree going up. My 
eldest claims that the dog did it, 
an excuse that would be slightly 
more convincing if we had a dog. 
And I love Christmas sweaters, 
designed as they are purely to 
show off a dazzling range of 
knitting skills from intarsia to 
beading, lacy cuffs to... set-in 
sleeves. Yes, it's the sleeves that 
are causing me the problem 
this year. 

It's not just set-in sleeves. It's 
any sleeves, ljust don't like 
knitting them. Even simple drop 
sleeves rouse my ire. You see, I 
am a lazy knitter, 
especially at this 
time of year, and 
so sleeves are the 
very devil to me, 
because you Just 
have to keep 
concentrating 
while you knit 
them. As soon as I see those 
words "increase every 4th row" 
(or 6th or 8th), my heart sinks. I 
increase two stitches here, two 
stitches there, and count 
anxiously all the rows in between 
- except when I'm counting to 
check that I have the right 
number of stitches. When you 
get to the end of the increases, 
you get to knit straight, which is 
the bit I like, because you can give 
your full attention to selecting 
another Quality Street from the 
tin, or the build-up to the 
EastEnders Christmas Special 
storyline (now with added woe). 
But you only get to do that for a 
measly few inches before you 
have to start decreasing, and 
then you're back to 
concentrating again. Sleeves are 
so fiddly. 

And do you know what the 
worst of it is? You have to make 
two of the beastly things. Of 
course, there are plenty of 
knitted garments that come in 
pairs; socks, gloves, stripy knitted 
loon pants for the retro-70s 
ambition queen - but sleeves are 




by far the worst. Only sleeves are 
just complicated enough to 
require you to concentrate, but 
not complicated enough to be 
interesting. Additionally, you 
don't have to knit socks, gloves or 
loon pants; legwarmers, arm- 
warmers or earmuffs if you don't 
want to. You can take the advice 
so frequently offered by the non- 
knitting philistine and skip down 
to Primark to load up a basket full 
of these things for 
less than the price 
of two skeins of 
sock yarn. But 
there's no getting 
out of knitting 
sleeves. Every 
sweater you will 
ever make needs 
sleeves. Short sleeves, long 
sleeves, or really long sleeves like 
the ones I prefer to wear, right 
down over my hands. Some 
would say that this makes me 
look a bit like I'm wearing a 
straitjacket. I say that this is the 
inevitable result of too much 
sleeve knitting. 

There are options, of course. 

I could give up wearing long 
sleeves, but I don't think tank tops 
suit me. I could knit both sleeves 
at once, which condenses the 
aggro of knitting sleeves into a 
shorter time space. Of course, the 
down side is that it still involves 
knitting sleeves. Or I could 
embrace the complication of 
sleeves, add a little snowflake 
pattern down them, and enjoy the 
interest they bring me.. .but then I'll 
have no idea what's happening in 
EastEnders at all. I'm still deciding. 
Pass me anothergreen triangle, 
eh? I could be here some time...

USING A FLOWER LOOM 

There are many different 
types of flower looms, and 
crafters have been winding 
yarn around points to make 
shapes for a very long time! 
The simple technique 
involves wrapping yarn 
around opposite points of 
the loom in order to form 
petals, as demonstrated 
below using a Clover loom. 
The centre is then formed 
by weaving yarn through the 
base of the petals and 
securing in the centre of the 
flower. Clover's loom has six 
different shapes, so once 
you practise the technique, 
you will be able to make all 
sorts of varieties to 
decorate your home!

ESSENTIAL INFO 

Everything you need to start knitting now! 

Tension headache 



The tension square is not the 
most exciting part of any 
project but it’s one of the most 
important, particularly where 
garments are concerned. 
Ensuring you have the correct 
number of stitches and rows 
across your 10cm swatch is 
crucial to getting the right 
measurements and a good fit. 
Here’s how to do it: 




■ Using the yarn and needles 
recommended in the pattern, 
cast on the number of stitches 
given in the tension square plus 
six more. In this case you would 
need to cast on a total of 24 
stitches (18+6). Making sure 
your stitches are not too tight 
or too loose, and working a knit 
stitch at each end of every row 
to prevent curling, work in 

SUBSTITUTION 

Substituting the specified yam for 
a different one can be an excellent 
solution to the problem of yarn 
that’s hard to find or out of your 
price range, but you need to know 
the facts and avoid certain pitfalls! 

■ Make sure the yarn you choose 
has a tension that’s as close as 
possible to the yarn suggested for 




stocking stitch unless another 
stitch is specified until the 
piece measures 14cm. Cast off 

■ Each knitted stitch is signified 
by one complete ‘V’ shape, so 
lay a ruler horizontally across 
your swatch, use marker pins 
to indicate 10cm and count the 
number of stitches, including 
half stiches. Do the same with 
the rows. Now compare this to 
the recommended tension. 

If there are too many stitches 
your tension is too tight - 
switch to a larger set of needles 
and try again. Similarly, if there 
are too few stitches your 
knitting is too loose - try with 
smaller size needles. 




the pattern. It might be possible to 
correct slight variations by 
changing the needle size but too 
much difference will result in an 
odd looking fabric, so where 
possible substitute a DK weight 
yarn for another DK and so on. 

■ Give consideration to the 
content of the yarn and how this 
might affect the finished project. 
For example, a wool yarn knits up 
into a fabric that’s warm and light 
whereas cotton is cooler and much 
heavier. Information on the 
properties of individual yarns is 
available on the internet so do 
your research! 

■ It seems like an obvious point 
but if your project will need to be 
washed often, ensure that the 
substitute yarn is water-safe (also 
known as ‘superwash’ or 
‘easycare’). If not it could shrink 
and felt beyond recognition!

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Cast on 

Casting on is the basis of all knitting. There are several different ways to do it, 
but the two-needle method shown below is often considered the simplest to master. 



Making a slip knot 




1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, 
wrap it twice around your left index and 
middle fingers, with the second loop closer to 
the base of the fingers. With the backs of the 
fingers uppermost, insert the tip of the needle 
beneath the first loop and over the second, 
and pull the second loop under the first. 




2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug 
on both ends of yarn to tighten the slip 
knot around the needle. 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, 
pulling it taut (but not too tight). Carefully 
insert the right needle into the knot from front to 
back, passing under the left hand needle. Wrap 
the ball end of yarn anticlockwise around the 
point of the right needle. 



f 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the 
original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of 
the left hand needle into the new stitch from 
underneath to transfer it from the right hand to 
the left hand needle. There should now be two 
stitches on the left hand needle. 




3 Repeat the above steps, knitting into 
the top stitch on the left needle and 
returning the new stitches from the right to the 
left needle until you have the required number 
of stitches. 



Knit stitch 

Similar to the cast on method (above), the knit stitch is the staple of all 
knitting (hence the name). Shown below is the English knitting style. 






I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top 
stitch on the left needle. The right hand needle 
should sit behind the left hand one. Wrap the 
ball end of yarn anticlockwise around the tip of 
the right hand needle. 



2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of 
the wrapped yarn through the original stitch 
to create a new one on the right hand needle. 



Slide the original stitch off the left hand 
needle. Repeat from step one. You are now 
knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with 
other stitches to create hundreds of different 
stitch patterns.

Cable cast on 



Purl stitch 



Graft the toe 
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'1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, 

I pulling it taut (but not too tight). Carefully 
insert the right needle into the knot from front 
to back, passing under the left hand needle. 
Wrap the ball end of yarn anticlockwise around 
the point of the right needle. 



2 Pull the loop that forms back through the 
original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of 
the left hand needle into the new stitch from 
underneath to transfer it from the right hand 
to the left hand needle. There should now be 
two stitches on the left hand needle. 



I With the ball end of the yarn at the front 
(toward you) insert the tip of the right hand 
needle into the front loop of the first stitch from 
the right to left and with the right hand needle 
in front of the left hand needle. Wrap the ball 
end of the yarn anticlockwise around the right 
hand needle. 



4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the 
first stitch on the back needle and 
slide it off. Before pulling the yarn through this 
stitch, insert the tapestry needle into the next 
stitch on the back needle knitwise and pull the 
yarn through, leaving the stitch on the needle. 



Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive 
this. It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the 
stitches on the needle. Hold the two needles 
with the remaining stitches parallel. The loose 
end of yarn should be coming from the back 
needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and 
insert it purlwise into the first stitch on the 
needle closest to you. Pull the yarn through but 
leave the stitch on the needle. 



2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 



3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2, 
repeat steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have 
been grafted. Insert the tapestry needle 
knitwise into the first stitch on the front needle 
and slide the stitch off. Before you pull the yarn 
through this stitch insert the tapestry needle 
into the next stitch on the front needle purlwise 
and pull the yarn through, this time leaving the 
stitch on the needle. 



2 Draw the needle backwards and 
upwards, forming a new stitch on the 
right hand needle. 



3 Once the new stitch has been formed on the 
right hand needle you can let the loop from 
the left needle slide off the end. Repeat until all 
the stitches have been purled and you have 
complete the row. 



3 Insert the right needle between the two 
stitches on the left needle and wrap the yarn 
around the needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this 
loop through to make a stitch and slip it up and 
onto the left needle. Repeat this creating a new 
loop behind the last stitch and passing it left 
needle in front of the previous one.

Steam iron blocking 

Place a dampened cloth on 
top of the separate sections of 
your knitting. Work gently over 
this with a very hot iron, be careful 
not to let the iron come into direct contact with the 
knitting as it can damage the work. Continue to 
press the work until the cloth is dry and the knitted 
fibres have been loosened by the steam. Then, 
pin the pieces to the desired shape and 
measurements and leave to set. 



1 Thread the yarn onto a tapestry needle and work with 
the WS of the knit facing upwards. 

2 Insert the needle under the loop of each stitch, and 
draw it through. Work it up and down the loops of the 
stitches for 8cm. 

3 Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 

4 If you are weaving at a colour change, be sure to 
work the loose end into the corresponding colour to 
prevent it from being visible at the front of the work. 



Final Stages 

Finish your project like a pro with 
these handy guides 



On the blocks 



Blocking is the process of stretchingand shaping 
your finished items to create the correct 
dimensions from the pattern. It is also really 
useful for ensuring that pieces to be joined fit 
well together. There are a few different ways to 
achieve this, so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most suitable option. 

Wet blocking 

Dampen the pieces so that they are wet 
through and gently push out excess water. 
Spread the sections out on a towel to air dry. 
Use a tape measure to ensure each part is the 
correct dimensions to that of the pattern and 
pin into the required shape. 

For a more gentle option, try pinning it in 
place and lightly spritzing with a water spray. This 
is ideal for really delicate materials like cashmere 
which can be damaged by too much water. 



Beginning a seann 





I With the pieces to be joined placed next to 
each other with right side upwards, thread the 
tapestry needle and push it through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front 
to back. Then, take the needle and push it through 
after the first stitch on the second piece, moving 
the needle from the back of the work to the front. 
The yarn will form a figure 8. Tug gently to secure. 



Mattress stitch 



I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to 
each other, hook the horizontal bar of the first 
stitch with the tapestry needle. Move to the 
other piece and hook the first horizontal bar of 
the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the 
next and pulling the yarn to tighten the join. 



Backstitch 




1 Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right 
I sides together. Thread the loose end of 
yarn onto a tapestry needle. Start by 
stitching the two outer edges together, 
then bring the needle through the two 
pieces 1cm from back to front ahead of 
the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the 

position where the yarn emerged from the 
previous stitch. Return it to the front of the 
work, approx 1cm ahead of the stitch just made. 
Repeat this until the whole join is complete, 
working in a straight line. 



Joining cast off edges 




I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up 
and with the cast off edges touching. Thread 
a tapestry needle with the loose yarn and push 
this through the centre of the first stitch, and 
then in and out through the centres of two 
stitches on the opposite side. 




2 Take the needle over to the first side 
and insert where it previously exited, 
bringing it out through the centre of the 
next stitch. Repeat this process alternating 
sides and stitching single stitches until the 
pieces are joined.

Delving into the stash of D6bbi6 BlisS 



R enowned for her simple, stylish designs and her range of 
quality yarns, Debbie Bliss is one of the most famous 
names in handknitting. Here she talks to LK about 
Christmas knitting, design inspiration and which of her many 
yarns are her favourites. 





My first knitting 
memory was making a 
red cardigan for my doll, Betty. IVe always 
loved to design, and my love of knitting came 
from realising that there were endless 
possibilities with the knitted stitch. 

All my designs originate from how my yarns 
behave. For instance, yarns that give great 
clarity of stitch are ideal for interesting 
texture, whereas I’ll focus on flowing designs 
from yarns that drape beautifully As well as 
being aware of the trends for colour and 
shape I am passionate about designing 
shapes that flatter and fit women. 

I feel very privileged to have a successful 
career doingsomething I love. In order to 
create my own yarns I start out by visiting 
the Pitti Filati trade show in Florence twice a 
year and looking at the new developments. 
Sometimes I see a yarn I love straight away 
but usually I then work with the 
manufacturer to develop something which is 
exactly what I want. I also have to consider 
price and some yarns I fall in love with may 
be too expensive to be 
commercially viable.
